QUESTION: Matthew 26:8, “But when his disciples saw 
it, they had indignation, saying, To what purpose is this 
waste?” John 12:4, 5 says, “Then saith one of his disci- 
ples, Judas Iscariot, Simon’s son, which should betray 
him, Why was not this ointment sold for three hundred 
pence, and given to the poor?” Do Matthew and John 
have a difference of opinion concerning this incident? 
—J.T.P., Kansas City, Kansas. 


No DIFFERENCE OF opinion is intimated 
here. Often the writers of the four Gospels fail to identi- 
fy the one of the Twelve who spoke, and simply state 
that the disciples asked some question (as in Matthew 
24:3). If any one of the disciples asked Jesus a question, 
it was usually recorded as a question from the disciples 
as a group. This is because each disciple was considered 
a unit of the whole group. Until the time that he be- 
trayed Christ, Judas was considered the same as the 
other eleven; therefore, when Matthew mentions the 
question that was asked, he simply states that it came 
from the group of the disciples. John, however, identifies 
the person who asked the question. Matthew placed his 
emphasis on the question and the Lord’s attitude to- 
ward it, while John placed his emphasis on the one who 
asked the question and his condition that prompted it.

QUESTION: In regard to John 14:12, which of the dis- 
ciples performed a greater miracle than Jesus did, and 
what was the miracle?—Mrs. L.R.J., Screven, Georgia. 


YOUR QUESTION IS ONE that bothers many 
people, for they know that Jesus cleansed lepers, healed 
all manner of sickness, and even raised the dead again 
to life. They correctly reason that nothing could be a 
greater miracle than these things. In order to under- 
stand the scripture, notice the entire verse carefully: 
“Verily, verily I say unto you, He that believeth on me 
the works that I do shall he do also; and greater works 
than these shall he do; because I go unto my father.” 
Nowhere does Jesus say that greater miracles will be per- 
formed or more miraculous demonstrations of divine 
power. Nothing can be a greater miracle than the things 
Jesus did—and He did not mention miracles at all by 
name. He used the word “works,” which means all He 
did toward the regeneration of mankind. The word 
“greater” comes from the Greek word meizona, which is 
a comparative adjective neuter plural from the two 
terms megas and touton, meaning greater or more abun- 
dant. Greater miracles in type could not be performed 
than those performed by Christ, but more abund

BREAKDOWN of the word “sin” may give you 
S . a new aspect of it. What sin is there that cannot 
be classified under one of these heads: 


SELFISHNESS, INIQUITY, NEGLECT 


Selfishness might be called one gate of sin and neglect 
another. Iniquity, of course, is the very heart or core of 
sin. Selfishness is fishing for self—if you will forgive the 
play on words—and definitely is not Christlikeness. Christ 
condemns selfishness in every form and warns us to take 
heed, and beware of covetousness; for a man’s life con- 
sisteth not in the abundance of the things which he 
possesseth (Luke 12:15.) 

When Paul declared, in 1 Timothy 6:10, that the love 
of money is the root of all evil, he made it clear that 
selfishness—in its many forms—is the main entrance to 
sin. Because men are selfish, they rob God; because they 
live the life for self, they refuse to take up the cross of 
Christ and follow Him; because they are filled with self, 
they refuse to acknowledge Him as Lord and Master; 
and so on it could be pointed out that the bulk of sin is 
some form of selfishness. 

Paul revealed to Timothy that in the last days men 
shall be lovers of their ownselves, which love of self brings 
with it coveteousness, boastfulness, pride, blasphemy, dis- 
obedience to parents, unthankfulness, unholiness, and a 
vast catalogue of other sins. While a slight degree of 
selfishness may seem to be a little thing, it must be re- 
membered that this is the front door of sin. Love “seeketh 
not her own,” 1 Corinthians 13:5. Selfishness cannot exist 
in the Christlike life, and no form of selfishness can be 
pointed out in the life of Christ. His stern admonition to 
all who will live for Him is that they deny themselves, 
take up their cross, and follow Him. Even the slightest 
forms of selfishness should be watched for and corrected 
before they grow into coveteousness and a love of pleas- 
ure more than the love for God. 


NEGLECT IS another gate to sin of special 
peril to Christians. We have used the term “sins of omis- 
sion” so casually and so frequently through the years that 
it has lost its strength and its meaning to many. This is 
tragic, for the omission of that which is good is a sin just 
as destructive as the permitting of that which is wrong. 
James sternly warns that “to him that knoweth to do 
good, and doeth it not, to him it is sin,” James 4:17. 
Whether he be a watchman who fails to warn the people 
of peril or a servant who neglects to use that which the 
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master has given him, the act of neglect is an act of sin 
and must have its punishment. We may blithely refer to- 
sins of omission and then forget about it, but remember 
that when the master returned in Luke 19 and found 
that one of his servants had been neglectful in using that 
which had been given him, the master called him a 
wicked servant and stripped from him his position as serv- 
ant. What an abundance of sin falls under this category 
of neglect! Let us never forget that Jesus, Himself, said, 
“That servant, which knew his lord’s will, and prepared 
not himself, neither did according to his will, shall be 
beaten with many stripes,” Luke 12:47. 


THE HEART AND CORE of sin is iniquity. 
All transgression is not necessarily iniquity—but all iniq- 
uity is sin. A careful study of iniquity reveals that it al- 
ways involves religion—in the form of apostasy, hypoc- 
risy, or idolatry. Iniquity is committed by those who have 
a pretense of godliness but whose religion is corrupted 
and contentious. Nothing is viler and meaner than iniq- 
uity, for it has in it an element of religion to deceive and 
destroy the innocent. The spreading of false doctrine is 
iniquity. The pretense of Christianity when there is none 
is iniquity. Those who commit iniquity are religious peo- 
ple who are either apostate, hypocritical, or idolatrous. 
Peter accused Simon the sorcerer of iniquity in Acts 8:2, 
23, for Simon pretended to know God and yet had an 
evil heart. Judas Iscariot was guilty of iniquity (Acts 
1:18) because he was an apostle of the Lord with sin in 
his heart. God will remember the iniquities of apostate 
Babylon (Revelation 18:5) because she is outwardly re- 
ligious and inwardly corrupt. 

Iniquity is the core of sin because of its destruction. It 
is because iniquity abounds that the love of many waxes 
cold (Matthew 24:12). The transgressions of the ungodly 
do not work the havoc that is wrought by apostasy and 
hypocrisy under the guise of true religion. In Matthew 23, 
Jesus pointed out that the Pharisees outwardly appeared 
righteous unto men but within were full of hypocrisy and 
iniquity. 

Selfishness, iniquity, neglect! What a picture of sin 
these three words give us! Remember them, S-I-N: sel- 
fishness, iniquity, neglect. Both selfishness and neglect 
are portals into sin, and we must guard against them 
rigorously with prayer and consecration. Once we have 
entered the range of sin we cannot escape its core and 
dregs. Selfishness, iniquity, neglect—may God preserve us 
from all sin. 





THE WAGES OF SIN 
(Rom: 6:23)

Sin is the great destroyer. Every plague

propounded by Christ. The disciples had forgotten 
to take bread with them on the trip across the water, 
and, no doubt, the pangs of hunger were making them- 
selves felt. It may be that one of the men tightened 
his belt a notch, and Jesus noticed the gesture and re- 
marked, “Beware of the leaven of the Pharisees, and of 
the leaven of Herod.” A hushed conversation ensued re- 
garding the forgotten bread, and the One who knows the 
thoughts of the heart pointed out that bread was not 
the only thing soon forgotten, for they had forgotten 
God’s miracles and wondrous provisions in time of need 
just a few short hours before. How could they so soon 
have forgotten the miracle of feeding five thousand with 
five loaves and four thousand with seven loaves? With 
their own eyes they had seen the mighty multiplication, 
and with their own hands had gathered up the frag- 
ments, but they didn’t remember. 


Lest we be too hasty in censuring the disciples for their 
forgetfulness, pause for a minute and see if the question 
is applicable to us. We are ‘surrounded by walls through 
which there is no escape, and problems confront us which 
we cannot solve. In our despair we feel that no one else 
was ever confronted with a moment like this. Past les- 
sons are forgotten, and the things we beheld with our 
eyes are but a hazy impression of the past. Yes, we have 
read in the Bible of the mighty works of God, and have 
heard the testimonies of saints, how God stood by them 
in the hour of need; but, somehow, they just don’t seem 
to fit this exigency in which we find ourselves. It is then 
that God sweetly whispers, “Do ye not remember?” 


‘ VE OTHER QUESTION ever asked has started a 


SOME OF YOU who are reading this article 
may be in bondage to sin and Satan, and Satan makes 
you feel that there is no escape from the oppressive yoke. 
The outlook is filled with hopeless despair, and the future 
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holds nothing but blackness. There is no discernable ray 
of hope breaking through the stormclouds of wrath. Pain 
and sorrow may fill your heart until tears give no relief 
to the choking anguish. The future holds no hope, but 
the dungeon and ruin confront you with stark reality. 
DO YE NOT REMEMBER THAT GOD DELIVERS? Exo- 
dus 13:3, “Remember this day in which ye came out of 
Egypt, out of the house of bondage, for by strength of 
hand THE LORD BROUGHT YOU FROM THIS PLACE.” 
Confronted by the sea, hemmed in on one side by moun- 
tains, and the desert waste on the other, the enemy pur- 
suing them, escape seemed hopeless; but God brought 
them out. Do ye not remember that the same God who 
brought them from such tight places can also deliver 
you from the hand of the enemy? 

Too often in the face of immediate danger we are 
prone to forget the past deliverance of God. Elijah prayed 
down fire from heaven, slew false prophets, by prayer 
opened the windows of heaven so that rain fell on the 
thirsty earth, by the Spirit outran the chariot of the 
king, but when a woman threatened him, he momen- 
tarily forgot God’s deliverances and fled from the city 
into the desert where exhausted he prayed, “Lord, let me 
die.” Tenderly God fed Elijah so that he went in the 
strength of the food for forty days, and God spoke to Eli- 
jah in Horeb. After empowering him to anoint two kings 
and a prophet, God said, “Remember, I have seven thou- 
sand men who are true to me. Do ye not remember?” 

When David faced the formidable foe who had defied 
the armies of Israel, and when he was made fun of be- 
cause he volunteered to face the foe, he remembered 
what God had done for him in the past. In recounting 
God’s favors toward him, he told the king how God had 
helped him slay a bear that came to eat his father’s 
sheep, and of how he slew the lion which came to devour 
the flock. With his bare hands he caught the lion by ine® 
beard and killed him. Now David remembers this, and 
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utters to King Saul, “The Lord that delivered me out of 
the paw of the lion, and out of the paw of the bear, he 
will deliver me out of the hand of this Philistine.” 


REMEMBRANCE OF GOD’S DELIVERANCE IN THE 
PAST IS A BASIS FOR CLAIMING PRESENT HELP 


WHEN THE PHILISTINES were marshalled 
against the people of God at Mizpeh, and defeat seemed 
imminent, the people remembered God had helped in the 
past, and they besought Samuel to “cease not to cry unto 
the Lord our God for us, that he will save us.” God won 
the battle for them; a stone was erected to aid their 
memory, and Samuel “called the name of it Ebenezer, 
saying, Hitherto hath the Lord helped us,” 1 Samuel 7:12. 
“Do ye not remember” that God delivers out of all dif- 
ficulties, “in whom we trust that he will yet deliver us,” 
2 Corinthians 1:10, and “the Lord knoweth how to de- 
liver the godly .. .,” 2 Peter 2:9. 

Some of you may be entertaining the idea of turning 
back and quitting the battle. Do ye not remember? Duet- 
eronomy 15:15, “Remember that thou wast a bondman 
in the land of Egypt.” Should the devil ever tempt you 
with the thought of going back on God, remember from 
whence God brought you. Do ye not remember that there 
is nothing worth while in returning to sin? I shall never 
forget the dark hour when it seemed that sin would 
crush the life and light out of my soul, and when it 
seemed sin was a load pushing me toward the regions 
of the doomed with an indescribable weight on my soul. 
I never want to experience that night again. The devil 
will try to get you to remember the big times of sin with- 
out the accompanying pain and heartaches, but do ye 
not remember the oppression you suffered? Do ye not 
remember the unceasing toil and unmitigated labor? Do 
ye not remember how that day and night you were 
plagued with lack of rest, and the fear of spending an 
eternity without God? Do ye not remember the wasted 
hour spent in sinning, and the bitter regrets that fol- 
lowed? Yes, I remember, and I also remember that I 
carried it all to God who mercifully forgives and forgets, 
and looking into His face there is rest for my heart, and 
all disquieting fears are stilled, abounding joy fills my 
heart, and perfect peace is enjoyed, while the light of 
God’s love displaces darkness. 

Too often we think that God is afar and not near at 
hand; that He is not interested in our personal problems, 
but remember that God who knows when the sparrow 
falls is interested in you, for ye are worth more than 
many sparrows. The psalmist David advises, “Remember

sion on the multitude? Do ye not remember that when 
the disciples had toiled all night and caught nothing, in 
the early morning dawn the Master asked, “Children, 
have ye any méat?”’ Tired with the fruitless night of toil 
and discouraged with life’s outlook, the Master had com- 
passion on their plight. He bade them cast once more, 
and the nets were filled with fish. When they wearily 
pulled their boats to land, Jesus invited them to a break- 
fast that He had prepared with His own hands. Do ye 
not remember that God cares? 

“God cares, oh sing the song 

In lonely spot, amid the throng; 

"Twill make the way less hard and long— 

He cares, our Father cares.” 

When the tempter suggests that God is too big a God 
to be concerned about you as an individual, just remem- 
ber that even the hairs of your head are numbered be- 
cause God cares for you. Do ye not remember that when 
Israel was in the wilderness God was mindful ‘of them? 
He gave them meat from heaven and fed them with 
bread baked in heavenly ovens. The water that He 
caused to gush out of the rock was 100 per cent pure and 
sweet to the taste. The shoes on their feet wore like iron 
for forty long years and were as good as new when they 
came to Canaan land. Not a new suit or dress was needed 
by that vast multitude because God was interested in 
them. Do ye not remember that God sent a special meth- 
od of guidance to lead them in the wilderness in the form 
of a pillar of cloud by day and a pillar of fire by night? 
O my Christian friend, remember, God is interested in 
you. 

One of the most heartrending prayers recorded is 
found in Lamentations 5. From the tenor of the prayer 
it seems that all hope had vanished, homes were des- 
troyed, rulers hanged, women ravished, young men taken 
as slaves, friends gone, pleasures failed; but at the close 
of the chapter there is a part of the verse that leaps 
out at you; it seems to shout aloud as in defiance of the 
enemy, and gives courage to the believer: “Thou, O Lord, 
remainest for ever.” When trials are manifold and bur- 
dens heavy, do ye not remember, God rémaineth? 

When tempted to doubt God’s providence, do ye not 
remember that He who spins garments for the lilies of 
the field, arraying them in heaven’s pure light, will also 
clothe you? Do ye not remember that God feeds the 
fowls of the air, and you are worth more than the fowls? 
There are words of a poem uttered in the language of 
the Southern Negro that.I should like to quote in closing. 

“Sho’ He ain’t a-fixing to fohgit yuh is His chile.

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BAPTIZED

I suppose you have seen a baptismal service, 
when the candidates have been totally immersed, as 
the scriptural sense of the word implies. My own 
memory goes back to such sacred occasions within 
stately chapels, humble mission halls, or in the great 
open air in rivers and lakes. I can see once again 
such baptisms in England, and Sweden, and Finland, 
and France, and South Africa, and in Lake Ontario, 
and one lovely crystal lake in the Rocky Mountains. 
All of them most happy occasions. 

The Four Gospels link together two “baptisms” 
in a very striking way. Take Mark, for instance 
(chap. 1:8)—“I indeed have baptized you with wa- 
ter; but he shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost.” 
These words are being written to help disciples who 
already have counted it a privilege to follow Christ 
in the matter of baptism in water; but still lack that 
far greater baptism in the Spirit. And I am going to 
make the happy assumption that you are really 
hungry for that baptism but somehow seem to find 
a practical difficulty in receiving it. 

Let us imagine ourselves at a baptismal service 
once again. The candidates present themselves to 
the minister, and together they enter the water. 
They go deeper yet, until there is enough depth for 
total immersion. Quiet words of encouragement are 
spoken by the minister, especially if the candidate 
seems a little nervous; precious personal promises 
from the Word are given: faith is declared and testi- 
mony given. Then the minister, holding the candi- 
date firmly in his grasp, plunges them for an in- 
stant beneath the water. As they rise it is apparent 
to every onlooker, as it is completely real to the 
one baptized, that they have truly been immersed 
wholly in water in obedience to the commandment. 
Ever after the whole experience remains a vivid and 
indelible memory. 

Now it is not too much to affirm that all this is 
God’s intentional picture and parallel. His own word 
describes both experiences as “baptism.” Only in 
this mightier baptism the Baptizer is none other 
than the Lord Jesus Christ. Yet the steps of the 
experience have a helpful similarity. Once again 
you present yourself to this heavenly Minister; you 
satisfy Him as to your faith and obedience; then 
you allow Him to take you unreservedly under His 
control. As He leads you deeper into the currents

Now, 
Jesus did not want that. The very last thing He needed 
right then was the atmosphere of fretfulness. Dishes of 
food, costing that, are ever too costly. Just then they were 
a kind of cruelty to Him, for He had been traveling a 
very dark road, a road that was suddenly growing much 
darker, at the end of which He could see the dread out- 
lines of a cross.

She has been labori 
for Him to the point of distraction, and has now reache 
such a stage of peevish discontent that somehow she 
must express it, even if she expresses it right to the 
Master’s face. Can you not imagine how the sense of in- 
jury rankled in her mind and heart? how it grew and 
grew until she could stand it no longer, until it must find 
ee even though she blamed the Master in doing

And then, as she heard Jesus’ gentle words of reproach, 
“Martha, Martha,” can you not imagine the shame with 
which she stood reproved before Him? I wonder what she 
did. The narrative does not tell us, but I think she let the 
elaborate dinner go and sat down with her sister at the 
feet of Christ, spending the rest of the time there with 
Him. I do not think she was cured of her mistaken view 
of life. It would take more than one lesson for that. But

May I just say to you and to my own heart that when 
this spirit of hurry and peevishness takes possession of 
us, it is because, not that others are doing little, bu 
we are le ge to do too much.

ion that many times contests af- 

forded only a mushroom growth for 
the Sunday School, leaving the school with \\ 
fewer scholars at the conclusion than be- 
fore. This is the opinion of countless thou- 
sands, because they have not learned the 
secret of making contests count. 

So many times the contest has lost its effectiveness be- 
fore it is ever launched, simply because the proper prep- 
aration and planning has not accompanied it. There are 
some things that are prerequisites to the success of a 
Sunday School contest for increased attendance. They 
are as follows: 

1. Take a community census. 

2. Take a church family census. 

3. Encourage inter-class, or any departmental contests. 

4. Launch a concentrated program of absentee visita- 
tion. 

5. Prepare to keep a record of all visitors (these cards 
may be obtained from the Church of God Publishing 
House, Cleveland, Tennessee). 

6. Make Provision for more classroom space (parsonage 
garage, vacant store building near by, neighbor’s front 
porch, etc.). 

7. Be prepared to create new classes. 

8. Have a reserve of trained teachers with prepared les- 
sons, ready to teach the new classes. 

9. Have special preparation meetings with the officers 
and teaching staff—pep meetings, etc. 

10. Plan a special idea for every week of the contest. 
11. Publicize through every medium available. Do some- 
thing extraordinary. Talk it in every church service. 

Some methods of publicity are: cards, letters, tele- 

phones, posters, handbills, placards on street cars and 

busses, parades, newspaper, radio, talky boxes that say, 

“Come to Sunday School” etc. 

All of this and more should be done, even before the 
actual contest begins. After all of this has been done, you 
are now ready to begin. Do I hear you say, “That’s work! 
That will take lots of time! I give up!” 

That is reason number one why most contests don’t 
count. Most people think of them as an easy way to have 
a boost in attendance. The reason for most Sunday 
Schools remaining small can be traced to the lack of 
program; yes, to the lack of organization and training. 
But the greatest cause is sheer laziness—trying to oper- 
ate a seven-day-a-week job during a 30-minute period on 
Sunday morning. It just doesn’t work like that. 

During the contest it will be necessary to have special 
teachers and officers’ meetings to co-ordinate efforts.

CE to the Welcome Committee to insure a 


hearty welcome and proper direction to 

classes. The contest should be on the lips 

of every member of the church continually. 
“Let the redeemed of the Lord say so.” 

About the middle of the contest some people become 
satisfied with the gains, and assume the attitude that it 
is going so good it will go without much effort now. They 
relax, and, as a result, so does the contest. The attendance 
dwindles; enthusiasm abates, leaving people with a bad 
taste toward contests. This is reason number two why 
contests fail. 

Let us assume that, as far as numerical increases and 
interest are concerned, the contest was a success. 

Someone gives a sigh of relief and says, “I’m glad that’s 
over.” This is reason number three why contests are a 
failure many times. If there are no lasting results, your 
efforts will have been in vain. It is the cry of some that 
contests are only spasmodic and offer no concrete gains. 

When the attendance goal has been reached, prizes 
have been awarded, and the applauding that flooded the 
building has died, the climax of the contest is yet to come. 
Here is where most contests fall flat. There must be an 
intensive follow-up campaign of those hundreds that 
bulge the walls of your buildings during contest days, if 
there are to be lasting benefits. This is necessary to 
maintain your contest results. If this program is not 
staged, the growth will be of the balloon or mushroom 
type only. Since proper records were kept by the class 
secretaries, it is now simple to make a contact with those 
homes that were represented. 

If you ask me the question, “Are Sunday School con- 
tests profitable?” my answer is, “Yes, of course.” 

They provide new material for evangelism and con- 
tacts that possibly would never have been made.

UTILA, HONDURAS, TO 
CHUICACA, GUATEMALA 


By W. R. McCall 


Our hearts were heavy as we pre- 
pared to leave the small Island of 
Utila. For almost two years we had 
labored hard in the church and 
schoolwork, but the time had come 
for us to go to a broader field of la- 
bor. Yet, amid our sorrow there was a 
joyful note. 

Brother James Morgan, a native 
son of Utila, had just returned after 
spending four years in the Interna- 
tional Preparatory Institute in San 
Antonio. For almost a year we had 
been wanting him to come and con- 
duct a revival, then after just four 
nights of revival we had to leave. But, 
glory to God, the fire was already 
present. Sixteen had already been 
saved. It was hard to leave such good 
people, especially in the midst of a 
great revival. I have received word 
since that about sixty-four were saved 
before the revival ended. 

On Monday morning, February 16, 
we left Utila in the motorboat “Adios” 
for La Ceiba. After a our pa- 
pers and passage, we sailed from La 
Ceiba, Honduras, to Puerto Barrios, 
Guatemala, on the steamship Contes- 
sa. We were really praying that God 
would help us. Most people who enter 
the country as we did have to pay 
high custom charges on their bag- 
gage, but God was with us. It was al- 
most closing time when we arrived at 
the Customs House, so the inspector 
hardly looked at our baggage. It didn’t 
cost us anything to get in. From Bar- 
— we went to Guatemala City on the 
rain. 

We were fortunate enough to ar- 
rive here just in time for the great 
annual conference at Chuicaca, where 
thousands of Guatemaltecos gather 
for a three-day glory feast. 

Three days after our arrival in the 
capital, we started out for the camp- 
ground at Chuicaca. Most of the near 
two thousand people who came to the 
conference came all the way on foot, 
some of them walking twenty to thir- 
ty miles. A few of the more fortunate 
came by mule, bus, or car. However, 
for the last three miles we were all of 
one kind. (At least they told me it 
was three miles; I thought it was 
five!) Everyone had to walk, but, oh, 
how we enjoyed it! 

Long before we arrived at the camp, 
the people began to come out to meet 
us and shake hands. It was a beauti- 
ful sight that met our eyes. Indians 
from the many different tribes of 
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Guatemala, each dressed in their par- 
ticular costume, were there. 

The services were held in the new 
church, although it was not quite fin- 
ished. The faithful members at Chui- 
caca have worked for nearly two 
years on the new church building, 
which is about 75 feet wide and 150 
feet long. Although the roof is not yet 
on, we had a glorious dedicatory serv- 
ice under the able direction of our 
supervisor, Brother Thomas Pullin. 

he Spirit of the Lord was manifest 
in a great way in every service. It 
made my heart rejoice to see the peo- 
ple dancing in the Spirit and hear 
hem speaking in tongues as the Spir- 
it gave utterance. The building was 
crowded for each service, and many 
faithful prayer warriors lingered un- 
til midnight in communion with their 
Holy Father. 

In all, there were twenty-one saved, 
twelve reclaimed, sixty-six baptized in 
water, ten added to the church, and 
numbers sanctified and baptized in 
the Holy Ghost. An exact record of 
those sanctified and baptized in the 
Spirit could not be kept because many 
were in their tents and rooms when 
they received the Blessing. 

We were honored with the presence 
of several special visitors. Sister Mar- 
tha Pullin was back in Guatemala for 
a visit after being in the States for 
about eleven years. Our beloved 
Brother Vessie Hargrave, superintend- 
ent of Latin America,’and Brother 
Wayne McAfee, former missionary to 
Guatemala and now serving as as- 
sistant superintendent of Latin Amer- 
ica, were both with us for several 
days. We all received inspiration from 


Brother Antonino Bonillo, of Mexico, 
the youth director of Latin America, 
who is working hard to further the 
Sunday School and youth work in 
Latin America. 

The conference as a whole was 
wonderful, but I do believe the “good- 
by” was the most touching of all. The 
road was again lined with eager 
brethren waiting to tell us good-by. 
With a “God bless you” here and 
hand shake there, we made our way 
from our room to the waiting mules. 
The mules were a great blessing on 
the return trip, for we were not ac- 
customed to the mountain climbing 
or the high altitude with its coldness. 
As we began the slow, winding des- 
cent, some two hundred believers 
gathered on the brow of the moun- 
tain and began singing their tradi- 
tional farewell song “Te Amo Jesus” 
(“I Love You, Jesus”). Again the tears 
came to our eyes as we waved fare- 
well, but, praise the Lord, some day 
we shall all go to that great conven- 
tion in the skies where we’ll never say 


good-by.

SHEEP INDUSTRY 

JERUSALEM (EP) A_ wide-scale 
plan to establish Israel as one of fore- 
most breeders of sheep in the Middle 
East is being put into operation. 
Choice sheep have been imported from 
such countries as Argentina and Tur- 
key, where breeding of the animal is 
well-advanced. When fully developed, 
Israel’s sheep industry, which recently 
imported more than 1,000 animals, will 
produce added wool for the local tex- 
tile mills, and will increase milk and 
meat supplies. Australian sheep are to 
be flown next month to Israel, where 
they will be used for experimental 
purposes, according to Dr. Solomon 
Goldberg, an Australian surgeon. 


Thirty one-minute films are being 
produced by the American Bible So- 
ciety for use on TV during the World- 
wide Bible Reading period, Thanks- 
giving to Christmas. Each will have a 
Scripture selection chosen from the 
reading for the day, as well as an 
announcement about the Bible Read- 
ing program and an invitation to write 
in for the 1954 daily Scripture reading 
list.

WITNESSES STAGE LARGEST 
RELIGIOUS GATHERING 

NEW YORK (EP) The story of the 
gigantic convention of the Jehovah’s 
Witnesses is told by Time magazine in 
a recent issue, as follows: “The largest 
religious gathering in the United 
States” got under way this week when 
Jehovah’s Witnesses swept down upon 
New York City for their 19th conven- 
ap Naaman were some 125,000 of them 
n all. 

As usual, the Witnesses were as well 
organized as they were numerous. For 
the estimated 30,000 who came by car 
and trailer, there was a 10l-acre 
parking lot across the Hudson River 
in New Market, N. J., with reserved 
parking sites, food stores, a cafeteria, 
showers, and two big. laundries 
equipped with washing machines. For 
those who came by train, bus, plane 
or ocean line (the Georgic alone 
brought 244 of the 22,000 Witnesses 
coming from abroad), there were bil- 
lets aplenty from Times Square to the 
Grand Concourse. Loaves and fishes 
for this multitude were processed on 
a suitable scale: the entire second 
floor of a garage was turned into one 
20,000-square-foot kitchen equipped 
with 41 giant steam cookers. Mainten- 
ance men, butchers, guides, eleciri- 
cians, steamfitters, carpenters, cooks, 
sign painters, and musicians to the 
number of 20,000 were enrolled to 
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“work for the Lord.” Estimated mar- 
ket value of their contributed servic- 
es: more than $1,500,000. 

Witness President Nathan H. Knorr, 
of Brooklyn, set off the eight full days 


of song, prayer, and preachment in 
Yankee Stadium with a fiery sermon. 
“Jehovah’s Witnesses are one united 
flock!” he cried. “They will follow 
their King-Shepherd in His pastoral 
work until all of His sheep of this gen- 
eration have been found and gath- 
ered out of all nations into one flock, 
there safely to abide and attain end- 
less life in Jehovah’s new world.” 


FULLER SEMINARY DEDICATING 
NEW BUILDING 

PASADENA, California (EP) Sched- 
uled for dedication in September, the 
main administration and classroom 
building of Fuller Theological Semi- 
nary is now under construction. This 
new unit is part of a long-range 
building program which will include 
construction of a library, a chapel, 
and eventually student dormitories. 
The Seminary has graduated its 
fourth class. President Harold J. Ock- 
enga gave the commencement address 
and Dr. Lester Harnish, pastor of the 
a Baptist Church, Los Angeles, 
the baccalaureate sermon.

WHEATON, Illinois (EP) The dis- 
covery of the ancient stairway lead- 
ing to the gateway area of Biblical 
Dothan has been announced by Dr. 
Joseph Free, director of the Wheaton 
Archaeological Expedition to Palestine. 
The archaeological supervisor of the 
sub-area, Mrs. Ruby Free, first came 
upon one of the steps 10 feet below 
the present surface of the ground. 
Further digging led down the slope of 
the city until eighteen steps had been 
recovered, up to the edge of the exca- 
vators’ land. The pottery fragments 


found on the surface of the stairs 
dated to the Middle Bronze Age (2000- 
1600). This would make the use of 
the stairway contemporary with the 
Biblical Joseph (1800 B.C.), who is 
mentioned in the book of. Genesis as 
coming to Dothan. 


MENNONITES DEMONSTRATE 
CHRISTIANITY 

KITCHENER, Ontario, Canada (EP) 
When a mild tornado struck the area 
of Windsor and Sarnia and left de- 
struction for many miles, it provided 
an opportunity for many Mennonites, 
especially of the Elmira district, to 
demonstrate the meaning of practical 
Christianity. As many as 85 persons 
traveled by bus and private cars, 
bringing their own tools and lunches 
to the London, Ontario, district to 
ne in the reconstruction of farm 
buildings which were heavily damaged 
| - aamceed destroyed by the severe 
wind. 

In an editorial appearing in the 
Kitchener-Waterloo Record, sincere 
appreciation was paid to this type of 
Christianity, which is understood by 
all people. Not only did the press car- 
ry various articles expressing appreci- 
ation, but word has also been received 
that the Minister of Highways for the 
Province of Ontario has ordered his 
department to prepare special plaques 
to be placed in churches or Sunday 
schools of the congregations who so 
liberally contributed of their time and 
effort to alleviate suffering in the 
areas where the storm was most se- 
vere. 


In Mitchell, Ind., Harold C. Freight- 
ner, executive director of the Indiana 
Brewers Association, agreed to give 
“the other side of the case” at a camp 
meeting of Methodist youth. Freight- 
ner traced the course of Biblical wine- 
bibbing from Noah to the marriage at 
Cana; summed up: “The builders of 
the Bible saw virtue in the cultivation 
of the vine and. the moderate use of 
its product.” His audience, totally 
abstaining from applause, preferred 
the other invited speakers: a basket- 
ball star, a social worker, a judge, and 
two members of Alcoholics Anony- 
mous. 


BRITISH METHODISTS OPPOSE 
DIVINE HEALING SERVICES 

BIRMINGHAM, England (EP) A 
resolution urging that healing services 
be held only in private and after full 
consultation with both the patient and 
his physician was-adopted by the 
Methodist Conference of Great Britain 
at its annual meeting here. The action 
was taken after an address by Dr. 
Leslie Weatherhead, of London, in 
which the prominent British Free 
churchman deprecated public spiri- 
tual healing missions. 


Dr. Samuel M. Zwemmer an- 
nounced that there are some 315,000,- 
000 adherents of Islam in the world 
today. This means that there are 
three Moslems to every two Chris- 
tians, or one eighth of the human 
race are followers of Mohammed. 
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ILLINOIS’ GREATEST CAMP 
MEETING 


“This is the greatest camp meeting 
the State of Illinois has ever had” was 
a statement commonly heard during 
the week and after the final services 
of the 1953 camp.

Two 
nights in succession there was no 
preaching when the power of the Holy 
Ghost swept through the tabernacle 
and wave after wave of His glory was 
manifested. 

Visiting ministers from out of state, 
whose messages were a special blessing 
to the assembly, were Rev. Ray 
Hughes, General Youth and Sunday 
School Director; Rev. R. Leonard 
Carroll, President of Lee College; and 
Rev. Charles W. Conn, Editor-in-Chief 
of our publications. These men all 
very ably represented the departments 
they head, in addition to their minis- 
try in sermon. Also, Rev. Estell Moore, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota overseer, 
was present and blessed the people 
with a good message from the Lord. 
Brother Moore is an Illinois boy, and 
we are proud of him and his work. 


Another Illinoisan, Rev. Joseph Mil- 
ligan, Alabama youth director, graced 
the convention with golden notes from 
his a and we appreciate him 
very much. 

Other visiting ministers who attend- 
ed parts of the assembly came from 
Kentucky, Missouri, and the Virginias. 
We are glad they came by to help us 
worship the Lord. Their presence add- 
ed to the convention. 

On Saturday and Sunday we were 
especially blessed by the presence of 
our beloved General Overseer, Rev. 
Zeno C. Tharp. His wise counsel and 
soul-stirring message were an uplift 
to us.

of the message an offering was re- 
ceived in the amount of $2,260 from 
the floor, a part of which were thirty- 
day pledges. This amount, along with 
approximately $2,000 missions money 
raised in our regional and local rallies, 
added to the $4,000 of our budget, 
makes a total of $8,260 foreign mis- 
sions money for 1953. Last year it 
was $4,500, an increase of $3,760. Last 
year we raised for home missions 
$3,100, this year $3,200, an increase 
of $100, which is very good. 

Much of the credit for the success 
of this camp meeting goes rightfully 
to our esteemed state overseer, Rev. 
Floyd Timmerman, in that his pro- 
gram was so arranged, balanced, and 
moderated that God could motivate 
the whole of it. 

The state has made marvelous gains 
in every way, under the tireless lead- 
ership of our Brother Timmerman, 
and we prognosticate even greater 
gains by the help of the Lord and the 
faithful ministry and laymen of the 
State. Some of the best people in the 
world are right here in Illinois. 

Every committee seemed to work 
earnestly and harmoniously. Also, peo- 
ple who have attended large meetings 
for years said the food served at the 
cafeteria was the best they had ever 
eaten at a camp meeting. 

Our youth work, under the leader- 
ship of Rev. John Black, is progressing 
nicely, and the youth service was in- 
pirational. As our boys and girls 
marched to the tune of “Onward, 
Christian Soldiers,” we could not help 
but feel that the devil is going to have 
to face an army of determined war- 
riors in the future. 

Last, but by no means least, was the 
L. W. W. B. report program under the 
direction of the state president, Sister 
Floyd Timmerman. At the end of the 
program, which was very good, Sister 
G. L. Stillwell, on behalf of the Bands 
throughout the State, presented Sister 
Timmerman a check for $80 as a love 
offering. 

On Sunday afternoon a nice bouquet 
was presented to the state overseer 
and his wife by Rev. F. R. Harrawood, 
after which Rev. W. J. Milligan pre- 
sented a check for $100 to help defray 
their camp meeting anes: then 
a quartet of Illinois ministers sang 
“Give Them the Roses Now.” On Sun- 
day night a love offering was taken 
for the state overseer, 

Choir and special singing in this 
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meeting was superb. The choir seemed 
to be at its best. Brother A. T. Humph- 
ries was primed to the top with 
SINGSPIRATION and led that choir 
as only he can. We shall not soon 
forget the presents of Brother and 
Sister Humphries here. 

The Ambassadors quartet, of Lee 
College, was here Saturday and Sun- 
day. These boys, with their good sing- 
ing, thrilled the hearts of the people. 
The fact that they are all Spirit-filled 
makes their singing more wonderful. 

The other special groups from over 
the State were, as always, ready and 
capable.

How timely was 
each song that he sang.
